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Potty's Lawyers Attack Robbery Film 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Patricia Hearst's 


lawyers rested their case Monday after a last- 
minute attack on the government's most crucial 
evidence - movies which depict the heiress defen- 
dant as a gun-toting bank robber. 


VS. District Court Judge Oliver J. Carter quickly 


rejected a defense motion to dismiss charges 
against Miss Hearst on grounds oTgovemmental 
misconduct in handling the films. 


But he left it up to jurors to decide whether at- 


torney Albert Johnson was right when be accused 
the government of purposely slicing out an impor- 
tant edge of the dramatic film showing the fast- 
moving April 15, 1974, robbery of the Hibemia 
Bank. 


The battle over the film ended an 11-day defense 


case which featured Miss Hearst as star witness 
and portrayed her as an innocent victim of 
brainwashing and torture. There were 12 witnesses 
in all, far fewer than the 32 called by the govern- 
ment. 


U.S. Atty. James L. Browning Jr. said he would 


begin his rebuttal case Tuesday. Asked who his first 
witness would be, he said, "I'm not free to say." 
Browning has hinted previously at the possibility of 
a "surprise witness" waiting in the wings. 


Johnson, who had studied the bank robbery 


films, took over for partner F. Lee Bailey in 
pressing the matter Monday. He said the omitted 
portion showed Symbionese Liberation Army 
terrorist Camilla Hall pointing her gun at Miss 
Hearst. 


Johnson called the omitted portion "exculpatory 


evidence" which could help prove Miss Hearst

Lincolnites Will Vote

tax payments made by the Lin- 
coln Electric System. The 
payments total almost $1 million 
each year. 


Charter Committee Chairman 


Karl Dickinson told the law- 


makers that the payments, made 
to the school board, county and 
city, are a type of hidden tax on 
electric ratepayers. 


The second amendment would 


allow the City Council to deter- 
mine the minimum lot size 
required for a subdivision per- 
mit. 


The third amendment would 


allow the council, without a peti- 
tion of property owners, to order 
public improvements in streets, 
alleys or public land. Such im- 
provements would be ordered if 
it is determined those im- 
provements are needed for the 
health, safety and welfare of the 
residents. 


The council followed two 


other Charter Revision Com- 
mittee recommendations by 
deciding not to place two other 
amendments on the primary 
ballot. 
' 


One proposal would have 


limited the term of the mayor to 
two consecutive four-year terms. 
The other would have limited 
terms of council members to two 
consecutive four-year terms. 


The City Council directed the 


city attorney to place the three 
amendments on the lawmakers' 
agenda so the items can be of- 
ficially placed on the ballot.

on the application because the 
organizations believe there are 
"too many holes" in the 
proposal.

the defense, and jurors saw for at least the eighth 
time the black and white bank robbery film. Kip- 
ping pointed out that Miss Hall, who came into 
view only partially at the edge of the film, was fully 
seen only when sprinting from the bank. 


Kipping said that during the printing process, the 


perforated edge of the film was "masked out," 
eliminating a minute portion of the area printed in 
some still photographs 


Kipping said he was aware that shortly after the 


robbery a copy of the bank film appeared on 
Channel 5 television in San Francisco on a show 
narrated by newswoman Marilyn Baker. Johnson 
asked,"Can you tell us how one Marilyn Baker got 
ahold of that print?" 


"Apparently someone pirated a copy," Kipping 


replied. 


Johnson had said the uncropped photos from the 


film would have supported the defense contention 
that Miss Hearst was an unwilling victim in the 
bank, acting under coercion, duress and the threat 
of instant death because she had "a gun at her 
head." 


Witnesses have noted that Donald "Cinque" 


DeFreeze, leader of the Symbionese Liberation 
Army which kidnaped Miss Hearst before the bank 
robbery, appeared to have his gun aimed toward 
her in the bank films. But Miss Hall's position has 
not been previously mentioned.

Without a dissent, the Legislature Mon- 


day tentatively decided to fully fund its 
commitment of state support for local 
special education services for fiscal 1975- 
76. 


Sen. Frank Lewis of Bellevue won 29-0 


approval for a deficiency appropriation of 
$524.103 to provide state funding of 90% 
of the excess costs of educating retarded 
and handicapped children. 


The funding was added to an education 


budget bill, LB752, and that measure was 
bumped over its initial floor hurdle on a 
28-0 vote. 


The additional approbation would 


boost previously budgeted state aid for 
special education from $12.6 million to 
$13.1 million for the current fiscal year. 


Cost of the program for the coming 


fiscal year has been estimated by the 
Department of Education at some $16 
million. 


State law provides for 90ro state 


assistance, but the current level of aid 
would only supply local school districts 
with about 86% of their excess costs for 
special education. Lewis noted. 


The additional funding needed to meet 


the state's commitment would "make 
honest men and women out of us." he 
successfully argued. 


Pending in the Legislature is another 


bill which would make future deficiency 
appropriations for the program un- 
necessary. 


LB761. a product of the Education 


Committee, would provide for appropria- 
tion of slate funds to meet the previous 
year's actual costs, replacing the current 
system of appropriating funds for an- 
ticipated costs of the present year. 


Sen. Richard Marvel of Hastings said 


such a plan would be preferable to the 
current method of providing funds.

Abortions In Nebraska 
Rise To 3,406 In 7975

In 1975. 3.406 abortions were per- 


formed in Nebraska, according to the 
State Health Department's annual report. 


It was the third straight year since the 


U.S. Supreme Court liberalized state 
abortion laws that the number of abor- 
tions in Nebraska rose. 


And the reason given most often by 


women for having abortions — nearly 
62 
r"- — was "parental determination." or 


in other words the woman did not want 
the baby. 


The 1975 total was up from the 3.094 


reported in 1974. a 10^ increase. During 
the first eight months of 1973 when the 
state reporting system first began. 1218 
abortions were reported. 


However, the totals indicated fewer 


women from Lancaster County elected to 
have abortions in 1975. The Health 
Department repot t& 435 women from 
Lancaster Conntv in 1975. down from 461 
in 1974. 


Statistics indicate that most Lancaster 


Count> women who do have abortions go 
elsewhere. 


Lancaster County hospitals performed 


174 abortions. Uncota General and Bryan 
Memorial reported the greatest number 
for the .-ouaty. ft) and 73 abortions 


The most popular abortion cane was 


Women's Services of Omaha which per- 


formed 2.365. The Ladies Center, also in 
Omaha, and the University of Nebraska 
Medical Center gave abortions to 505 and 
343 women, respectively 


Of the 3.406 abortions. 2.626 involved 


Nebraska residents. lowans formed the 
largest group of nonresidents seeking 
abortions: they totaled 584. 


The statistics indicate the typical 


woman seeking an abortion is 20. white, 
unmarried and has never had a previous 
abortion. 


They also show that 42" of the women, 


or 1.456. are 19 years old or younger. Late 
last year, a three-judge federal panel 
enjoined the state from blocking abor- 
tions for minors without parental con- 
sent.

Crash Parts 'Monopoly' Probed 
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Washington (UPI) - A Senate 


commerce subcommittee Mon- 
day heard testimony that 
automobile owners have been 
forced to pay significantly higher 
prices to replace parts damaged 
in accidents because manufac- 
turers and dealers monopolize 
the sale of parts to garages. 


Sen. Frank E. Moss, D-Utah, 


chairman of the consumer sub- 
committee, said the panel was 
holding hearings because of a 
more than 1ST increase in the 
price of crash parts in the last six 
months of 1975 and a 150% in- 
crease in the last nine years. 


The cost of crash parts is so 


high, Moss said, that it would 
cost $23,000 today to repair a 
completely demolished car that 
cost $5,500 when new. 


Owen M. Johnson Jr., an of- 


ficial of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, testified his agency had 
been investigating the crash 
parts market since 1968. 


The FTC official produced a 


chart which showed that an auto 
owner would pay $100 for a 
replacement part that cost a 
dealer $60 no matter whether he 
had his car repaired by the 
dealer or at an independent gar- 


age. 


Hoods, fenders and bumpers 


rere scattered around the 
hearing room, each tagged with 
its retail and wholesale costs. 


A hood for a 1975 Chrysler that 


cost the dealer $125, for exam- 
ple, was marked as costing the 
consumer at least $166. 


Johnson said the FTC 


negotiated an agreement with 
GM in 1968 which called upon 
the automaker to reimburse 
dealers a percentage of their 
parts cost so they could sell to in- 
dependent car dealers at the 
same price the dealer paid, but 


that dealers were cheating GM. 


"We estimate that... General 


Motors will pay out during this 
year alone in excess of $70 
million in wholesale compensa- 
tion claims on crash parts," 
Johnson said. "It would 
probably concede that many of 
the claims by dealers are im- 
proper." 


Johnson estimated that prices 


to consumers could be lowered

“ I’m going to send a very big shot into the 
Massachusetts political establishment,” Wallace 
said in Worcester He said people who have been 
turned off by inflation and big government will be 
out voting for him. 
Carter, ranked among the Massachusetts 
leaders after his victory in New Hampshire's 
presidential primary lgst Tuesday, wound up his 
campaign Friday. He said he expects to be among 
the top three candidates in Massachusetts. 
Carter was attending to his Southern flank, 
appearing in Miami, with Florida’s presidential 
primary coming up in eight days. 
Sen Henry M. Jackson of Washington came 
away with the biggest name in the endorsement 
race, appearing at a Boston news conference with 
former United Nations Ambassador Daniel P. 
Moynihan. 
"He is a hell of a good man,” said Moynihan, 
whose endorsement of Jackson had been dis­ 
closed earlier. It was emblazoned in full-page 
newspaper advertisements for Jackson. 
Jackson said he hadn't talked with Moynihan 


about the possibility that he might be appointed 
secretary of state if the Washington senator wins 
the White House. 
But he added: 
"After we have won the election, I can say he 
will be offered a very high position in the Jackson 
administration.” 
"You've just broken the law, senator,” 
Moynihan said. 
“ But this is Boston,” said Jackson. 
.. No law 
applies in Boston.” 
Rep. Morris K. Udall of Arizona went to an un­ 
employment office and an abandoned railroad 
station in Worcester, saying he was there “ to 
emphasize jobs and the full employment act that I 
support.” 
Then, to a Boston crowd that spilled into the 
street and tied up traffic, Udall added: 
“ I really think we are going to win here in 
Massachusetts with the kind of support we’ve 
had.” 
Indiana Sen. Birch Bayh went to New Bedford 
to shake hands with workers, then to Boston and 
Worcester and Lawrence, promising to put the 
jobless back to work, and criticizing the front- 
running Carter as too conservative to lead the 
Democrats. 
Harris went down to the harbor, to the site of 
the Boston Tea Party, to assert that T.J. Lipton 
Co. dominates the American tea market and is 
owned in turn by a British conglomerate. 
"Two hundred years later the British still have 
control of our tea,” he said. Harris said the 


American food industry is becoming increasingly 
monopolistic, and vowed to break it up if he wins. 
Richard J. Goodwin, once a White House aide 
to John F. Kennedy and Lyndon B. Johnson, en­ 
dorsed Harris. 
Shriver got the endorsement of Jill Wine 
Volner, the former assistant Watergate special 
prosecutor. She worked for Archibald Cox, who is 
supporting Udall. Walter Fauntroy, the District of 
Columbia's delegate to Congress, also endorsed 
Shriver. 


Pennsylvania Gov. Milton J. Shapp campaigned 
among the elderly in Worcester. " I’d like to go 
down in history as the man who brought senior 
citizens back into the mainstream of American 
life,” he said. 
Sound trucks blared the names of the can­ 
didates, and in Boston's narrow streets, it doesn't 
take much of a blare to echo for blocks. 
At one point during the cold, gray campaign 
day, Udall was working the Washington Street 
shopping district, Jackson was staging a rally of 
independent service station operators on Boston 
Common, and Harris of Oklahoma was winding 
one up at Post Office Square. 


Folk singers sang for Harris; a band played for 
Jackson on the Common. 
"I have delivered, haven’t I? ” Jackson told 
about 100 people, many of them in their service 
station jackets. “ Help the little fella and you help 
America. 
"Charge on! Go out and help America.” 


Crash Parts

onop 
' Probed 


Washington (UPI) — A Senate 
commerce subcommittee Mon­ 
day heard testimony that 
automobile owners have been 
forced to pay significantly higher 
prices to replace parts damaged 
in accidents because manufac­ 
turers and dealers monopolize 
the sale of parts to garages. 
Sen. Frank E. Moss, D-Utah, 
chairman of the consumer sub­ 
committee, said the panel was 
holding hearings because of a 
more than 15% increase in the 
price of crash parts in the last six 
months of 1975 and a 150% in­ 
crease in the last nine vears. 


The cost of crash parts is so 
high. Moss said, that it would 
cost $23,000 today to repair a 
completely demolished car that 
cost $5,500 when new. 
Owen M. Johnson Jr., an of­ 
ficial of the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission, testified his agency had 
been investigating the crash 
parts market since 1968. 
The FTC official produced a 
chart which showed that an auto 
owner would pay $100 for a 
replacement part that cost a 
dealer $60 no matter whether he 
had his car repaired by the 
dealer or at an independent gar- 


age. 
Hoods, fenders and bumpers 
were scattered around the 
hearing room, each tagged with 
its retail and wholesale costs. 
A hood for a 1975 Chrysler that 
cost the dealer $12), for exam­ 
ple, was marked as costing the 
consumer at least $166. 
Johnson said the FTC 
negotiated an agreement with 
GM in 1968 which called upon 
the automaker to reimburse 
dealers a percentage of their 
parts cost so they could sell to in­ 
dependent car dealers at the 
same price the dealer paid, but 


that dealers were cheating GM. 
"We estimate that... General 
Motors will pay out during this 
year alone in excess of $70 
million in wholesale compensa­ 
tion claims on crash parts,” 
Johnson said. “ It would 
probably concede that many of 
the claims by dealers are im­ 
proper.” 
Johnson estimated that prices 
to consumers could be lowered 
up to 10% if the reimbursement 
system were dropped and 
manufacturers’ 
warehouses 
were opened to independent gar­ 
ages.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court agreed on Mon­ 
day to consider arguments of 
employers that it is un­ 
constitutional to require them to 
change an employe's work 
schedule because he requests it 
for religious reasons. 
The court said it will hold a 
hearing next fall on the appeal of 
the Parker Seal Co., which ran 
afoul of a federal law by firing a 
supervisor because he refused to 
work on Saturdays. 
The justices also agreed to 
take into account a brief by 
Trans World Airlines, which also 
lost a case in the lower courts 
after firing an employe who in­ 
sisted on having Saturday off. 
The two employes filed suit 
under the religious discrimina­ 
tion provision of the federal Civil 
Rights Act and guidelines 
adopted by the Equal Employ­ 
ment Opportunity Commission, 
In a case involving the same 
issue, the U.S. circuit court in 
New Orleans has upheld the 
right of the Memphis. Tenn, 
publishing company to refuse to 


hire a copy reader who said his 
religion forbade him to work on 
Saturday. 
The Parker Seal and TWA 
cases were decided against the 
companies by the circuit courts 
in Cincinnati and St. Louis 
respectively. 


The Supreme Court often 
accepts cases for review in order 
to settle such disagreements 
among the circuit courts. 
In other cases, the justices: 
•-Agreed to review the firing 
of three public schoolteachers in 
Calhoun County, Miss., who 
violated a school board policy by 
putting their own children in a 
segregated private school. 
—Agreed to consider the ques­ 
tion of whether federal judges, 
in reviewing a decision that a 
film is obscene, are required to 
view the movie. 
—Declined by a 6-2 vote to 
review a decision that a state 
must require proof beyond a 
reasonable doubt before com­ 
mitting a person to a mental in­ 
stitution as a dangerous sex 
offender 


Justices Byron R. White and 
Lewis F. Powell Jr. said the 
court should “ shoulder its 
responsibility” to settle the 
question, on which lower courts 
are divided, of committing sex 
offenders. 
The case was an appeal from a 
decision by the U.S. circuit court 
in Chicago, written by Justice 
John Paul Stevens when he was 
a member of that court. Stevens 
took no part in Supreme Court 
action on the case. 
Meanwhile, the court an­ 
nounced its schedule of 
arguments for the remainder of 
March and did not include a 
major freedom of the press cases 
which it has agreed to hear 
The case involved a "gag 
order" by a Nebraska judge 
restricting news coverage of 
preliminaries to a murder trial. 
The court will hear more 
arguments in Aoril 
The court also upheld a lower 
court ruling allowing church- 
connected hospitals that receive 
public funds to refuse to per­ 
form abortions or sterilizations 
for religious or moral grounds.

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Kosygin Asserts Russia Gains In Race With Capitalism 


Moscow - Premier Aleksd N. Kosygin 


asserted Monday that the Soviet Union had made 
important gains in its economic competition with 


PREMIER . . . addresses party congress. 


In a detailed economic report to the 25th 


Communist Party Congress at the Kremlin, 
Kosygin claimed that the Soviet Union now 
produced more steel, oil, mineral fertilizers, pig 
iron, coal, cement, tractors, cotton, wool and 
other commodities than any other country. 


He said that during the last five years, Soviet 


industrial output had grown at an average annual 
rate of 7.4%, compared with what he said was a 
1.2% annual rate by the United States and Euro- 
pean Common Market countries. 


The crisis of capitalism, Kosygin said, was 


marked by inflation and unemployment, in con- 
trast with the Soviet Union's full employment and 
stable retail prices. 


Capitalist Crises Recited 


This crisis, he declared, "is an organic dis- 


ease of the capitalist system aggravated by the 
protracted militarization of the economy and the 
growth of military spending, severe inflation, the 
dislocation of the monetary-financial mechanism 
and the undermined trust in capitalist currencies, 
and the energy crisis, which is a crisis of the 
economic structure." 


"Even bourgeois economists," Kosygin 


added, "reflect on the vices of the capitalist 
system as a whole, on its inability to cope with the 
tasks of present-day development, let alone find 
an answer to the requirements of social and 
economic progress which the world has faced in 
the last quarter of the 20th century. The socialist 
world gives the answer to the basic questions of 
social development." 


He also had some criticisms of .his own coun- 


try's economic performance, though considerably 
less severe. Most of them were touched on by an 
official spokesman who briefed newsmen after 
the speech. Only excerpts of the address were 
televised and reported by Tass, the Soviet press 
agency. 


Kosygin told the 5,000 delegates to the con- 


gress that while bad weather had been the 
decisive cause of low agricultural production, es- 
pecially of the disastrous grain harvest last year, 
shortcomings in mechanization were also partly 
to blame. 


Bad Management Cited 


Citing some bad management in certain 


enterprises, he called on the State Planning Com- 
missin (Gosplan) and other agencies to improve 
the pace and coordination of construction. 


Kosygin mentioned the disappointingly low 


levels of consumer-goods production. He noted 


that the Soviet Union's labor force could no 
longer be depended upon to grow enough to in- 
crease industrial production 


Such increases in the future would have to 


come mainly from improved labor productivity, 
he said. He reported industrial labor productivity 
up by 23% over the last five years, compared with 
a goal of 39',';. 


Kosygin mentioned the importance of inter- 


national trade and suggested that special produc- 
tion lines might be created to manufacture 
products for export 


Plan's Guidelines Approved 


His report contained most of the same 


forecasts for the next five years that had been 
published previously, indicating that the 
preliminary guidelines for the five-year plan 
made public last December had been approved 


These guidelines envision a return to the 


dominance of heavy industry in the Soviet 
economy after a failure to reverse the priorities, 
as called for by the last party congress in 1971. 
The previous plan had set higher growth rates for 
consumer goods than for heavy manufacturing, 
but Kosygin confirmed Monday the figures from 
December: a 38 to 427^ increase in heavy industry 
by 1980 and a 30 to 32% growth in consumer 
goods 


Kosygin said Monday the stress on heavy in- 


dustry did not mean less attention to comumer 
goods. He thus echoed a point made *t the 
opening of the congress last week when party 
leader Leonid 1 Brezhnev chastised light industry 
for inadequate quality and efficiency. 


Two-Edged Policy Approved 


Brezhnev's political report, in which he reaf- 


firmed the Soviet policy of detente and the 
simultaneous competition with the United States 
for influence in other parts of the world, was ap- 
proved unanimously Monday by the delegates. 


They gave a warm reception to Gus Hall, 


head of the American Communist Party, as he 
painted a bleak picture of economic hfe in the 
United States and made it clear that his party 
would remain loyal to Moscow, not following the 
course of some Western European Communists 
who have carved out independent positions and 
even voiced some criticism of the Soviet Union. 


By contrast, British Communist leader Gor- 


don McCleannan, told the congress. "Differences 
can and do exist in the international Communist 
movement " 


Our aim," h'. said, "is the construction of 


socialism in Britain in forms which would 
guarantee personal freedom, the plurality of 
political parties, the independence of the trade 
unions, religious freedom." 


Solzhenitsyn: West Is Near Collapse 


LONDON (AP)-Exiled Rus- 


sian author Alexander Solzhenit- 
syn said Monday night the West 
"is on the verge of a collapse" 
because of "capitulations" in 
pursuing detente with the Soviet 
Union 


•'I wouldn't be surprised at the 


sudden and imminent fall of the 
West." Solzhenitsyn told inter- 
viewer Michael Charlton of the 
British Broadcasting Corp, on 
the weekly television news 
program "Panorama.'' 


"I would like to make myself 


clear The situation at the mo- 
ment is such that the Soviet 
Union's economy is on such a 
war footing that, even if it were 
the unanimous opinion of all the 
members of the Politburo not to 
start a war, this would no longer 
be in their power. 


"To avoid this," the author 


went on, "would require an 
agonizing change from a. 
monstrous war economy to a 


normal peace economy. The 
situation now is such that one 
must think not of what might 
happen unexpectedly in the 
Soviet Union, because in the 
Soviet Union nothing will 
happen unexpectedly. 


"One must think of what 


might happen unexpectedly hi 
the West The West is on the 
verge of a collapse created by its 
own hands." 


Solzhenitsyn, visiting his 


publishers in England, said he 
has noted a particular decline in 
the strength and resolution of 
the West during the two years 
since he was expelled from his 
homeland. 


He attributed the decline to an 


illusory detente and cited the 
success of Soviet-backed forces 
in Angola as the latest indication 
of the Soviet Union's long-range 


"You don't have to be a 


strategist to understand why 
Angola is being taken," 
Solzhenitsyn said. "This is one of 
the most recent positions from 
which to wage most successfully 
world war. A wonderful position 
in the Atlantic." 


Solzhenitsyn, 57, who was 


awarded the Nobel prize for 
literature in 1970, said he was 
not against East-West detente 
but against the way it is being 
conducted. 


"Detente is necessary, but 


detente with open hands," he 
said. "Show that there is no 
stone in your hands. But your 
partners with whom you are con- 
ducting detente have a stone in 
their hands and it is so heavy 
that it will kill you with one 
single blow. Detente becomes 
self-deception, that's what it is 
all about." 


Asked by Charlton whether 


detente wasn't an alternative to 
nuclear war, 
Solzhenitsyn 


replied that during the 1950s 
"this nuclear threat hung over 
the world, but the attitude of the 
West was like granite and the 
West did not yield. 


"Today this nuclear threat still 


hangs over both sides, but the 
West has chosen the wrong path 
of making concessions." 


"You Western people, you 


simply can't grasp the power of 
Soviet propaganda," Solzhenit- 
syn said. "You (the West) cannot 
be turned away from detente so 
simply. To turn you away from 
your present position one would 
need a year or two. 


"But in the Soviet Union one 


morning, one command is 
enough. Newspapers come out 
with the news the British im- 
perialists have become so brazen 
that the situation has become in- 
tolerable ... and detente — 
there is not detente. It's just 
gone." 


Washington (UPI) - The 


House Appropriations Com- 
mittee Monday approved a 
foreign aid appropriation bill of 
more than $5 billion — almost all 
of it for the Middle East — after 
rejecting an attempt to slash 
$500 million in military aid and 
credits for Israel 


The bill now is expected to be 


debated by the full House 
Thursday. The Senate will con- 
sider the legislation after it has 
passed the House. 


OKs $5 Billion For Aid 


About $4.3 billion is destined 


for Israel, Egypt. Syria and Jor- 
dan to bolster the ad- 
ministration's Middle East 
peace efforts. 


The House committee basical- 


ly accepted the bill proposed by 
its foreign operations subcom- 
mittee chaired by Rep. Otto 
Passman, D-La., which cut near- 
ly $1 billion from the original 
White House requests. 


However, at the start of Mon- 


day's committee hearing, the 
panel voted down an amend- 
ment by Rep. David Obey, D- 
Wis., to slash security assistance 
to Israel another $500 million to 
$1 billion. 


The bill did cut $55 million in 


security supporting assistance 
for Israel, allocating only $700 
million. Both the subcommittee 
and the full committee left 
military credit sales for Israel 
untouched at $1.5 billion. 


The bill also provides: 


— Egypt would receive S695 


million in security supporting 
assistance, rather than $750 million 
requested by the White House 


— Syria would receive $80 million 


instead of $90 million; Jordan, $72.5 
million Instead of $77.5 million. 


— Food, nutrition and develop- 


ment assistance would rise to $487 
million from $300 million ap- 
propriated in 1975. 


— The U N. Environment Fund 


would recieve $5 million, un- 
changed from 1975 


— International organizations 


and programs would receive $160 
million, up from $125 million the 
previous year. 


Congress Said In No Mood For Trade Concession

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Kosygin Asserts Russia Gains In Race With Capitalism

Moscow — Premier Aleksei N. Kosygin 
asserted Monday that the Soviet Union had made 
important gains in its economic competition with 
capitalism. 
In a detailed economic report to the 25th 
Communist Party Congress at the Kremlin, 
Kosygin claimed that the Soviet Union now 
produced more steel, oil, mineral fertilizers, pig 
iron, coal, cement, tractors, cotton, wool and 
other commodities than any other country. 
He said that during the last five years, Soviet 
industrial output had grown at an average annual 
rate of 7.47c, compared with what he said was a 
1.2% annual rate by the United States and Euro­ 
pean Common Market countries. 
The crisis of capitalism, Kosygin said, was 
marked by inflation and unemployment, in con­ 
trast with the Soviet Union’s full employment and 
stable retail prices. 
Capitalist Crises Recited 
This crisis, he declared, “ is an organic dis­ 
ease of the capitalist system aggravated by the 
protracted militarization of the economy and the 
growth of military spending, severe inflation, the 
dislocation of the monetary-financial mechanism 
and the undermined trust in capitalist currencies, 
and the energy crisis, which is a crisis of the 
economic structure.” 
“ Even bourgeois economists,” Kosygin 


added, “ reflect on the vices of the capitalist 
system as a whole, on its inability to cope with the 
tasks of present-day development, let alone find 
an answer to the requirements of social and 
economic progress which the world has faced in 
the last quarter of the 20th century. The socialist 
world gives the answer to the basic questions of 
social development.” 


He also had some criticisms of his own coun­ 
try's economic performance, though considerably 
less severe. Most of them were touched on by an 
official spokesman who briefed newsmen after 
the speech. Only excerpts of the address were 
televised and reported by Tass, the Soviet press 
agency. 


Kosygin told the 5,000 delegates to the con­ 
gress that while bad weather had been the 
decisive cause of low agricultural production, es­ 
pecially of the disastrous grain harvest last year, 
shortcomings in mechanization were also partly 
to blame. 


Bad Management Cited 
Citing some bad management in certain 
enterprises, he called on the State Planning Com- 
missin (Gosplan) and other agencies to improve 
the pace and coordination of construction. 
Kosygin mentioned the disappointingly low 
levels of consumer-goods production He noted 


that the Soviet Union s labor force could no 
longer be depended upon to grow enough to in­ 
crease industrial production 


Such increases in the future would have to 
come mainly from improved labor productivity, 
he said. He reported industrial labor productivity 
up by 237 over the last five years, compared with 
a goal of 39%. 


Kosygin mentioned the importance of inter­ 
national trade and suggested that special produc­ 
tion lines might be created to manufacture 
products for export. 
Plan's Guidelines Approved 
His report contained most of the same 
forecasts for the next five years that had been 
published previously, indicating that the 
preliminary guidelines for the five-year plan 
made public last December had been approved 


These guidelines envision a return to the 
dominance of heavy industry in the Soviet 
economy after a failure to reverse the priorities, 
as called for by the last party congress in 1971. 
The previous plan had set higher growth rates for 
consumer goods than for heavy manufacturing, 
but Kosygin confirmed Monday the figures from 
December a 38 to 427; increase in heavy industry 
by 1980 and a 30 to 32% growth in consumer 
goods. 
Kosygin said Monday the stress on heavy in­ 


dustry did not mean less attention to consumer 
goods He thus echoed a point made at the 
opening of the congress last week when party 
leader Leonid I. Brezhnev chastised light industry 
for inadequate quality and efficiency. 


Two-Edged Policy Approved 
Brezhnev's political report, in which he reaf­

LONDON (AP) - Exiled Rus 
sian author Alexander Solzhenit­ 
syn said Monday night the West 
“ is on the verge of a collapse” 
because of “capitulations” in 
pursuing detente with the Soviet 
Union 
“I wouldn't be surprised at the 
sudden and imminent fall of the 
West,” Solzhenitsyn told inter­ 
viewer Michael Charlton of the 
British Broadcasting Corp. on 
the weekly television news 
program “ Panorama.” 
“I would like to make myself 
clear The situation at the mo­ 
ment is such that the Soviet 
Union’s economy is on such a 
war footing that, even if it were 
the unanimous opinion of all the 
members of the Politburo not to 
start a war. this would no longer 
be in their power. 
“ To avoid this,” the author 
went on, “ would require an 
agonizing change from a 
monstrous war economy to a 


normal peace economy. The 
situation now is such that one 
must think not of what might 
happen unexpectedly in the 
Soviet Union, because in the 
Soviet Union nothing will 
happen unexpectedly. 
“ One must think of what 
might happen unexpectedly in 
the West. The West is on the 
verge of a collapse created by its 
own hands." 


Solzhenitsyn, visiting his 
publishers in England, said he 
has noted a particular decline in 
the strength and resolution of 
the West during the two years 
since he was expelled from his 
homeland. 
He attributed the decline to an 
illusory detente and cited the 
success of Soviet-backed forces 
in Angola as the latest indication 
of the Soviet Union's long-range 
goals. 
“ You don t have to be a

Committee OKs $5 Billion For Aid 
Washington (UPI) - The 
House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee Monday approved a 
foreign aid appropriation bill of 
more than $5 billion — almost all 
of it for the Middle East — after 
rejecting an attempt to slash 
$500 million in military aid and 
credits for Israel. 
The bill now is expected to be 
debated by the full House 
Thursday.

About $4,3 billion is destined 
for Israel, Egypt, Syria and Jor- 
dan to bolster the ad­ 
ministration's Middle East 
peace efforts.

Dan iel P. Moy n ihan apparen tly will 
head back to Harv ard rather than ru n for 
the U.S. Sen ate from New York. Bu t ev en 
if he did opt for a ru n at Washin gton , his' 
performan ce at the Un ited Nation s in 
w hich he stood u p repeatedly an d 
v ociferou sly for American in terests can 
still be seen as an en d in itself, n ot as a 
sprin gboard to politics. 
Moy n ihan ’s dabblin g in politics is on e 
thin g — his en dorsemen t of Sen . Hen ry 
Jackson , the leadin g elected spokesman for 
a stron g American military establishmen t, 
has been really his on ly person al in v olv e­ 
men t in political affairs of late. 
His mission to the Un ited Nation s is 
an other thin g en tirely . 
Whatev er happen s to Moy n ihan , the 
essen ce of his mission will be adopted by 
the n ew U.S. Ambassador to the U.N., 
former Pen n sy lv an ia gov ern or William 
Scran ton , a respected political moderate 
an d a citizen who is kn owledgeable in 
world affairs. 
Presiden t Ford has pledged that the 
policy of “stan din g u p for the Un ited States 
again st some of these u n fair attacks will 
con tin u e.” 
Scran ton has described himself as a 
“ Pat Moy n ihan fan ,” an d say s he is ready 
to carry on in what he thin ks is “a v ery dif­ 
ficu lt job.” 
Fillin g Moy n ihan ’s shoes is a big order. 
Scran ton can be forgiv en if he asserts 
himself in his own way an d does n ot try ’ to 
copy sty le in addition to policy . 
M oy n ihan , the tall, flam boy an t, 
tweedy Irish college professor con trasts in 
appearan ce an d temperamen t with Scran ­ 
ton , the polished bu sin essman . 
Bu t the two hav e similar v iews of the 
Un ited States, the Un ited Nation s an d the 
world. Both share that v iew with the Presi­ 


den t. An d it is a v iew that probably will be 
shared by the win n er of the n ex t presiden ­ 
tial election , Repu blican or Democrat. 
That v iew is n ot associated with a 
jin goist philosophy . It is, rather, a m atter 
of simply correctin g the record at the 
Un ited Nation s an d respon din g to often 
ou tlan dish attacks by n ation s which seek • 
v ain ly to solv e their own problems by 
floggin g the Un ited States. 


It is a v iew which rests on the rather 
modest assu mption that ev en the stron g 
hav e a right to defen d themselv es. 
It shou ld be ou r n ation al policy n ot to 
try to rewrite history There hav e been 
tim es when this n ation has m ade a 
mockery of its heritage of freedom, ju st as 
there hav e been times when American s 
hav e died defen din g that heritage. The U.S. 
record in the U.N. is n ot all good. We hav e 
pu shed an d bu llied an d taken adv an tage of 
less powerfu l n ation s ou t of n aked self in ­ 
terest. 


Bu t it is fu tile to progress in to the 
fu tu re carry in g the gu ilt for past sin s. 
Nothin g good can be accomplished if we 
en dlessly apologize for bein g big, rich an d 
powerfu l. 
Becau se the U.S. is big, rich an d 
powerfu l, it will be a prime force in world 
affairs whether American s like it or n ot. 
We re in the game, ev en if it is n ot of ou r 
own choosin g, so ou r in terests will hav e to 
be protected. 
Protectin g American in terests an d 
restorin g a proper perspectiv e to world af­ 
fairs is what Moy n ihan tried to do du rin g 
his sev en mon ths as ambassador. It is good 
that Presiden t Ford has n ot chan ged his 
policy an d has fou n d someon e who is 
respected who will carry on in the same 
v ein . 


Plan t Wh at People Wan t 


The city 's tree plan tin g program il­ 
lu strates the fact that y ou can 't please all of 
the people all of the time. 
By the en d of this y ear, city gov ern ­ 
men t will hav e spen t a total of n early $340,- 
000 to plan t almost 12,000 trees alon g the 
streets in the city -own ed strip between 
sidewalk an d cu rb. 
Bu t people are mad at the city . Some 
are u n happy with the small orn amen tal 
trees which hav e been plan ted alon g some 
streets. They wan t taller shade trees, es­ 
pecially in the older section s of the city 
where man y of the big. old trees hav e 
fallen v ictim to age an d disease Some 
residen ts also deman d citizen in pu t in to 
tree selection . There is also disagreemen t 
with a plan tin g schedu le that sometimes 
resu lts in plan tin g part of a block bu t 
leav in g the rest bare for y ears an d disagree­ 
men t with the theory that lin in g streets 
with the same species of tree is aesthetical­ 
ly more pleasin g than an y other arran ge­ 
men t. 


By an d large these are legitimate com­ 
plain ts. 


The city ’s takin g main ten an ce an d cost 
con sideration s in to accou n t is u n der­ 
stan dable. An am bitiou s tree-plan tin g 
program is a commen dable en terprise Bu t 
an y gov ern men t program ou ght to reflect 
the pu blic will. 


We thin k the city shou ld be more flex i­ 
ble in matters of aesthetics an d it defin itely 
shou ld complete the plan tin g job on an y 
street on ce the job is started. 


Meetin gs between the city forester’s of­ 
fice an d residen ts of n eighborhoods 
schedu led for tree plan tin g is a good idea. 
If the city has a good case for on e or sev eral 
species of trees, or for other elemen ts of its 
plan , it cou ld be more effectiv ely presen ted 
at su ch meetin gs. The city wou ld also fin d 
ou t what residen ts are thin kin g. After in ­ 
formation is ex chan ged, both city an d 
citizen probably wou ld ben d a little.

Lester Maddox is the feisty segregation ist who 
serv ed as gov ern or of Georgia from 1966 to 19 70, 
an d then hu n g arou n d as lieu ten an t gov ern or 
du rin g Carter’s 1970-74 state hou se ten u re. Maddox 
is n ow campaign in g again st his fellow Georgian . He 
say s “to me Jimmy Carter. . . is the most dis­ 
hon est person I’v e ev er kn own in my life.” 


Well, ma y be tha t’s Just Lester, the rustic who 
first g a ined fa me bra ndishing a x ha ndles to

Atla nta Neg ro es o ut o f his seg reg a ted fried 
chicken resta ura nt. But during Geo rg ia 's Ma ddo x 
y ea rs, 0 1 ’ Lester ha d few sha rper critics tha n Reg 
Murphy , the libera l a utho r a nd edito r o f the Atla n­ 
ta Co nstitutio n (who no w serv es a s publisher o f 
the Sa n Fra ncisco Ex a miner). Ma ddo x a nd Murphy 
represented two different Geo rg ia s — the o ne red 
cla y , the o ther blue pinstripe. 


So what does Mu rphy hav e to say abou t 
Carter? He agrees. In a New Repu blic article en ­ 
titled “Plastic Jimmy Carter,” he say s “Carter is 
on e of the three or fou r phon iest men I ev er met.”

In this same v ein , n ews accou n ts of the late 
Febru ary Nation al Gov ern ors Con feren ce iden ­ 
tified three-term Democratic Gov ern or Cal Ramp- 
ton of Utah as say in g, “Of the 40 some Democratic 
gov ern ors that I’v e kn own person ally , I’d ran k 
Carter abou t 39 th." The Washin gton Post qu oted 
an an on y mou s Democratic gov ern or as say in g. 
“There’s n ot a gov ern or or former gov ern or for 
Carter that I kn ow. He tells ev ery on e what they 
wan t to hear Then if con fron ted with a discrepan ­ 
cy , he den ies it.” 
Mu ch of this gripin g can be dismissed. No on e 
wou ld ex pect the political establishmen t to be for 
Carter. After all, the Georgian is promisin g to pu t 
the presen t U.S. power stru ctu re on u n employ men t 
relief. On e of his New Hampshire radio ads said: 
“ We hav e absolu tely n o leadership in 
Washin gton . . . We n ow hav e in the federal 
gov ern men t the worst, most con fu sed, bloated, 
ov erlappin g an d wastefu l bu reau cracy that hu man 
bein gs hav e ev er c re a te d .’’ In B oston , 
characterizin g himself as an “ou tsider," he pledged 
to “be a presiden t who will tu rn the gov ern men t of 
this cou n try in side ou t.” 


Bein g an agin n er is a prov en tactic these day s. 
To u se an old cliche, ju st look “from Main e to 
Californ ia” — from James Lon gley , the in depen ­ 
den t, a-piagu e-on -both-y ou r-hou ses gov ern or of the 
Pin e Tree State, to Californ ia’s Gov ern or Edmu n d 
(“Gov ern men t can ’t do ev ery thin g”) Brown , Jr. 
Negativ e politics has become a positiv e art. 


Bu t there are gen u in e an ti-establishmen t pop­ 
u lists, an d then there are the plastic v ariety . There 
are those who eat it an d breathe it, an d those to 
whom the n ew politics is ju st a slick fiv e-min u te 
telev ision commercial. Carter is accu sed of bein g 
the secon d v ariety , an d it’s hard to see how his can ­ 
didacy can help bu t rise or fall on the ev iden ce of 
the n ex t few weeks or mon ths. 
It is already qu ite a show. Respon din g to Mad­ 
dox the other day , Carter’s press secretary said that 
“bein g called a liar by Lester Maddox is like bein g 
called u gly by a frog." Bu t back in 1970, accordin g 
to a con fiden tial dossier bein g dissemin ated by the 
AFL-CIO, Carter pu blicly hailed ru n n in g mate 
Maddox as “a great Georgian . . . He has brou ght a 
high stan dard of forthright ex pression an d person al 
hon esty to the gov ern or's office an d I hope to 
measu re u p to his stan dards.” Con tradiction s like 
these are catn ip for a growin g ban d of skeptics.

In Washin gton , the same sen timen ts were 
ex pressed (althou gh in more gu arded terms» by 
man y of the n ation 's gov ern ors atten din g their 
midwin ter con feren ce here. Not a sin gle gov ern or 
or former gov ern or is backin g Carter, an d more 
than on e ex pressed the v iew that Lester Maddox , 
Carter's ou tspoken , ax han dle-wieldin g predecessor 
as chief ex ecu tiv e of Georgia, may be right abou t 
his former protege.

The impact of this opposition on his chan ces 
can n ot y et be measu red, bu t it’s a good bet that it 
w ill begin to show u p in later primaries an d that it 
will n ot be slight. If Carter is u ltimately kn ocked 
ou t of the ru n n in g — a prediction more an d more 
observ ers appear to be lean in g toward — a good 
chu n k of his con stitu en cy will hav e n o place to tu rn 
ex cept to the can didacy of George Wallace. 
From the ou tset, Carter has tou ted himself as 
the thin kin g v oter's altern ativ e to the Alabama 
gov ern or, the man wrho cou ld beat Wallace in his 
own backy ard.

Lower prices wou ld make it 
possible for more poor patien ts 
to afford the dru gs they n eed. 
The price at the prescription 
cou n ter, y ou see, has little to do 
with the cost oi man u factu rin g 
dru gs. The pharmaceu tical com­ 
pan ies sim ply charge all they can 
squ eeze ou t of their cu stomers. 


The bran d-n ame dru gs, which 
these big compan ies produ ce, 
are u su ally av ailable at far low» 
prices u n der their gen eric 
n ames. A dru g like Darv on , for 
ex ample, can be pu rchased at 
half the pn ee if it is iden tified by 
its chemical composition rather 
than its bran d n ame. 


Yet most doctors still go on 
prescribin g bran d-n ame dru gs.

The prospect of su ch a hu ge 
sav in g impressed Caspar Wem- 
bu cger, the bu dget-con sciou s 
former Secretary of Health, 
Edu cation an d Welfare.

Walter Heller of the Un iv ersity 
of M in n esota, a leadin g 
econ om ic adv iser to the 
Democrats an d former head of 
the Cou n cil of Econ omic Ad­ 
v isers, argu es that “the federal 
bu dget as a proportion of the 
GNP held v irtu ally steady at

Now, Heller may be right in 
argu in g for more federal con trol 
of the econ omy , an d Secretary of 
the Treasu ry Simon may be right 
in his con v iction that “we su ffer 
n ot from lack of gov ern men t ac­ 
tion , bu t from ex cess of gov ern ­ 
men t action ” If gov ern men t 
con tin u es to grow at presen t 
tren ds, Simon say s, “ Ou r 
econ omic freedoms will dis­ 
appear an d ou r social an d 
political freedoms won t be far 
behin d " The issu e of the elec­ 
tion , he thin ks, is “ greater 
gov ern men t con trol or greater 
in div idu al freedom.”

Carter: Crusader Or Chameleon? 


Daniel P. Moynihan apparently will 


head back to Harvard rather than run for 
the U.S. Senate from New York. But even 
if he did opt for a run at Washington, his* 
performance at the United Nations in 
which he stood up repeatedly and 
vociferously for American interests can 
still be seen as an end in itself, not as a 
springboard to politics. 


Moynihan's dabbling in politics is one 


thing — his endorsement of Sen. Henry 
Jackson, the leading elected spokesman for 
a strong American military establishment, 
has been really his only personal involve- 
ment in political affairs of late. 


His mission to the United Nations is 


another thing entirely. 


Whatever happens to Moynihan, the 


essence of his mission will be adopted by 
the new U.S. Ambassador to the U.N., 
former Pennsylvania governor William 
Scranton, a respected political moderate 
and a citizen who is knowledgeable in 
world affairs. 


President Ford has pledged that the 


policy of "standing up for the United States 
against some of these unfair attacks will 
continue." 


Scranton has described himself as a 


"Pat Moynihan fan," and says he is ready 
to carry on in what he thinks is "a very dif- 
ficult job." 


Filling Moynihan's shoes is a big order. 


Scranton can be forgiven if he asserts 
himself in his own way and does not try to 
copy style in addition to policy. 


Moynihan, the tall, 
flamboyant, 


tweedy Irish college professor contrasts in 
appearance and temperament with Scran- 
ton, the polished businessman. 


But the two have similar views of the 


United States, the United Nations and the 
world. Both share that view with the Presi- 


dent. And it is a view that probably will be 
shared by the winner of the next presiden- 
tial election, Republican or Democrat. 


That view is not associated with a 


jingoist philosophy. It is, rather, a matter 
of simply correcting the record at the 
United Nations and responding to often 
outlandish attacks by nations which seek • 
vainly to solve their own problems by 
flogging the United States. 


It is a view which rests on the rather 


modest assumption that even the strong 
have a right to defend themselves. 


It should be our national policy not to 


try to rewrite history. There have been 
times when this nation has made a 
mockery of its heritage of freedom, just as 
there have been times when Americans 
have died defending that heritage. The U.S. 
record in the U.N. is not all good. We have 
pushed and bullied and taken advantage of 
less powerful nations out of naked sell in- 
terest. 


But it is futile to progress into the 


future carrying the guilt for past sins. 
Nothing good can be accomplished if we 
endlessly apologize for being big, rich and 
powerful. 


Because the U.S. is big, rich and 


powerful, it will be a prime force in world 
affairs whether Americans like it or not. 
We're in the game, even if it is not of our 
own choosing, so our interests will have to 
be protected. 


Protecting American interests and 


restoring a proper perspective to world af- 
fairs is what Moynihan tried to do during 
his seven months as ambassador. It is good 
that President Ford has not changed his 
policy and has found someone who is 
respected who will carry on in the same 
vein. 


Plant What People Want 


The city's tree planting program il- 


lustrates the fact that you can't please all of 
the people all of the time. 


By the end of this year, city govern- 


ment will have spent a total of nearly $340,- 
000 to plant almost 12,000 trees along the 
streets in the city-owned strip between 
sidewalk and curb. 


But people are mad at the city. Some 


are unhappy with the small ornamental 
trees which have been planted along some 
streets. They want taller shade trees, es- 
pecially in the older sections of the city 
where many of the big, old trees have 
fallen victim to age and disease. Some 
residents also demand citizen input into 
tree selection. There is also disagreement 
with a planting schedule that sometimes 
results in planting part of a block but 
leaving the rest bare for years and disagree- 
ment with the theory that lining streets 
with the same species of tree is aesthetical- 
ly more pleasing than any other arrange- 
ment. 


By and large these are legitimate com- 


plaints. 


The city's taking maintenance and cost 


considerations into account is under- 
standable. An ambitious tree-planting 
program is a commendable enterprise. But 
any government program ought to reflect 
the public will. 


We think the city should be more flexi- 


ble in matters of aesthetics and it definitely 
should complete the planting job on any 
street once the job is started. 


Meetings between the city forester's of- 


fice and residents of neighborhoods 
scheduled for tree planting is a good idea. 
If the city has a good case for one or several 
species of trees, or for other elements of its 
plan, it could be more effectively presented 
at such meetings. The city would also find 
out what residents are thinking. After in- 
formation is exchanged, both city and 
dtizen probably would bend a little.

In this same vein, news accounts of the late 


February National Governors Conference iden- 
tified three-term Democratic Governor Cal Ramp- 
ton of Utah as saying, "Of the 40 some Democratic 
governors that I've known personally, I'd rank 
Carter about 39th." The Washington Post quoted 
an anonymous Democratic governor as saying, 
"There's not a governor or former governor for 
Carter that I know. He tells everyone what they 
want to near. Then if confronted with a discrepan- 
cy, he denies it." 


Much of this griping can be dismissed. No one 


would expect the political establishment to be for 
Carter. After all, the Georgian is promising to put 
the present U.S. power structure on unemployment 
relief. One of his New Hampshire radio ads said: 
"We have absolutely no leadership in 
Washington... We now have in the federal 
government the worst, most confused, bloated, 
overlapping and wasteful bureaucracy that human 
beings have ever created." In Boston, 
characterizing himself as an "outsider," he pledged 
to "be a president who will turn the government of 
this country inside out." 


Being an aginner is a proven tactic these days. 


To use an old diche, just look "from Maine to 
California" — from James Longley, the indepen- 
dent, a-pUgoe-on-both-your-houses governor of the 
Pine Tree State, to California's Governor Edmund 
("Government can't do everything") Brown, Jr. 
Negative politics has become a positive art. 


But there are genuine anti-establishment pop- 


ulists, and then there are the plastic variety. There 
are those who eat it and breathe it, and those to 
whom the new politics is just a slick five-minute 
television commercial. Carter is accused of being 
the second variety, and it's hard to see how his can- 
didacy can help but rise or fall on the evidence of 
the next few weeks or months. 


It is already quite a show. Responding to Mad- 


dox the other day, Carter's press secretary said that 
"being called a liar by Lester Maddox is like being 
called ugly by a frog," But back in 1970, according 
to a confidential dossier being disseminated by the 
AFL-CIO, Carter publicly hailed running mate 
Maddox as "a great Georgian ... He has brought a 
nigh standard of forthright expression and personal 
honesty to the governor's office and I hope to 
measure up to his standards." Contradictions like 
these are catnip for a growing band of skeptics,

WASHINGTON — The most significant aspect 


of Jimmy Carter's unsurprising win in New 
Hampshire's presidential primary was the spon- 
taneous wave of alarmed protest it brought from 
people in Georgia and elsewhere who know the 
man well.

In Washington, the same sentiments were 


expressed (although in more guarded terms) by 
many of the nation's governors attending their 
midwinter conference here. Not a single governor 
or former governor is backing Carter, and more 
than one expressed the view that Lester Maddox, 
Carter's outspoken, ax handle-wielding predecessor 
as chief executive of Georgia, may be right about 
his former protege. 


Maddox, who backed Carter for governor and 


who is reputed to know him as well as anyone 
knows him, flew to New Hampshire to campaign 
vitriolically against his former pupil. 


Maddox called Carter one of the most dis- 


honest persons he has ever met, and has vowed to 
cany his non-stop opposition to the Carter can- 
didacy to other primaries. 


What surprised many observers here is the 


spontaneity with which anti-Carterites spoke and 
the intensity and depth of their bitterness toward 
him. If there is a concerted, coordinated movement 
to "get" the peanut-farmer-cumlpresidential- 
hopeful, it is not apparent. Rather, it is as though 
his opponents appeared out of the woodwork when 
the seriousness with which Carter's candidacy was 
being taken became known.

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The impact of this opposition on his chances 


cannot yet be measured, but it's a good bet tbat it 
will begin to show up in later primaries and that it 
will not be slight. If Carter is ultimately knocked 
out of the running — a prediction more and more 
observers appear to be leaning toward — a good 
chunk of Us constituency will nave no place to turn 
except to the candidacy of George Wallace. 


From the outset, Carter has touted himself as - 


the thinking voter's alternative to the Alabama 
governor, the man who could beat Wallace in his 
own backyard. If it develops that he cannot - in 
Florida, for example — then Wallace's stock, 
already higher than many predicted it could go in 
1976, is sure to rise markedly. 


And it is not likely that anybody in the 


Democrats' stable of hopefuls will be able to do 
much about it at this late date.

input,” Luedtk e said. Chambers countered 
that his minority v iew on the panel should 
be giv en full treatment. 
He said he would fight sending staff to 
testify before the Indian affairs subcom­ 
mittee of the Senate Interior and Insular 
Affairs Committee. 
Pressing his case against the trip to 
Washington, Chambers then was told by 
Luedtk e the staffers were going on behalf 
of the committee chairman rather than the 
committee.

Many people resolv e d ifficu lty of say ing no by d oing 
it ind irectly , said Herb Howe of the Univ ersity of 
Nebraska-Lincoln Psy chological Consu ltation Center 
“ They say , ‘Yeah, I'll d o it after’ . . . and they somehow 
forget." 
That solu tion, he said , “ requ ires less interpersonal 
confrontation” 
Interpersonal relationships can be strained by a 
refu sal to say no. “If y ou alway s say y es," Paine said , 
"y ou can make the other person u ncomfortable becau se 
there are no bou nd aries” in the relationship. 
Another Reason 
Deep insid e many of u s, he specu lated , is bu ried 
another reason for inability to say no. 
"We confu se being responsibly assertiv e with 
aggressiv eness,” Paine said . Aggression generally is 
consid ered bad , so people want to av oid it at all costs. 
“Some say y ou hav e to try ’ it (say ing no) and find 
ou t the world d oesn't fall apart," Howe said , referring 
to many assertiv eness training workshops. “Others say 
y ou first hav e to u nd erstand why it’s so hard " 
“ 1 su spect the hard est time to say no is the situ ation 
y ou happen to be in at the time," said Aspengren, who 
ad mits to hav ing occasional problems getting the word 
ou t. 
“I'm not su re I hav e ov ercome it," he said “ Bu t 
the more secu re I feel — abou t my self and my ju d gment 
— the easier it is to say no ”

Big Cities Faster Paced 


Sljf Kclu jjork Cimt« 


New \ ork — The pace of life in the big 
cities is faster than it is in small towns - 
about 2.8 feet per second faster, accor­ 
ding to a study by a Princeton University 
psychologist and his wife, who is an 
anthropologist. 
By measuring how fast people walk 
along the main streets of municipalities 
of varying sizes, they have confirmed 
what most people have sensed informal­ 
ly The bigger the city, the faster its in­ 
habitants walk 


They found, for example, that on Flat- 
bush Avenue in Brooklyn, people walk at 
a brisk 5 feet per sa-ond, only a little 
slower than their counterparts on 
Wenceslas Square in Prague, who bustle 
along at 5.8 feet per second 
In contrast to Brooklyn and Prague, 
both of which have a population of more 
than a million, the 365 citizens of 
Psychro, Greece, amble along at 2 7 feet 
per second and the people of Corte, 
France (population 5.500) move at 3.3 
feet per second 
The study covered 15 communities in 
six countries and found that, in general, 
the correlation between population and 
wal ki n g speed existed among 
municipalities within individual countries 
as well as among m unicipalities 
regardless of country. 
The study was conducted by Dr Marc 
H. Bomstem. a psychologist at Princeton 


University, and his wife, Helen G. Bom- 


stein, an anthropologist who is now 
studying law Much of their research was 
carried out when both were visiting scien­ 
tists at the Max Planck Institute for 
Psychiatry in Munich, West Germany.

By measuring how fast people walk 


along the mam streets of municipalities 
of varying sizes, they have confirmed 
what most people have sensed informal- 
ly The bigger the citv the faster its in-

They found for example, that on Flat- 


bush Avenue in Brooklyn, people walk at 
a brisk 5 feet per second, only a little 
slower than their counterparts on 
Wenceslas Square in Prague, who bustle 
along at 5 8 feet per second 


In contrast to Brooklyn and Prague, 


both of which have a population of more 
than a million, the 365 citizens of 
Psychro, Greece, amble along at 2 7 feet 
per second and the people of Corte

“Complete equity" in funding 
levels among the NU campuses 
“ can be achieved only by ap­ 
proaching mediocrity," said 
Senate President Franklin E. 
Eldridge, animal science 
professor 
Salary increases based on 
merit emphasize differences 
between individuals, and the 
same concept holds for 
academic departments and cam­ 
puses, Dr. Eldridge said in a Lin­ 
coln news conference. 
Regarding the amount of 
money needed to bring UNL fun­ 
ding to the average of the top 
three Big Eight universities, he 
said, if we compromise at any 
point, we re going to slip 
behind," 
Eldridge said a Kansas 
University study of comparative 
salary levels at 23 American 
Association of Universities in­ 
stitutions shows Nebraska 
ranked 23rd in 1974-75. 
An NU full professor earned 
57,232 less than the average of 
the top-funded school (Penn., 
$27,502), and $2,858 less than the 
overall average, he said 
“ There is no question but our 
general salary level at the 
University of Nebraska is not 


competitive,” Eldridge said 
“ The request is completely 
definsible.” 
He pointedo ut that other Big 
Eight universities apparently 
will get 8-10% pay boosts, while 
legislative proposals for NU this 
fall range from 4-6%. 
Adequate funds for salary in­ 
creases, particularly those for 
merit, "will be necessary if the 
university is to keep its most 
capable faculty members,” he 
said 
Asked the effect of winning 
less than sought, Eldridge said 
that in a similar funding pinch a 
decade ago, “We had a very 
great exodus of highly capable 
p rofessors.” When the 
Legislature reacted by in­ 
creasing pay by 25% over two 
years, that outrush “dropped off 
immediately." 
We would be so much better 
off," Eldridge said, if faculty pay 
discrepancies were rectified 
now It takes five to 10 years 
before you have found and 
developed people of similar 
caliber," he said, indicating pay 
and academic excellence then 
become paired problems. 
"I was really shocked." said 
chemistry Prof. Henry E. 
Baumgarten, "to find out how- 
many people had left in the past 
three years " Eldridge said 
“some turnover is normal and 
healthy" only if UNL has a com­ 
petitively competent staff 
But English Prof John Robin­ 
son said since “ We are an impor­ 


tant and major university," to 
stay competitive, "You’ve got to 
pay up.” 
Cost-of-living differences in 
other states don’t account for 
the wide disparity in university 
faculty pay, Dr. Robinson said. 
And 40 fulltime UNL English in­ 
structors working on doctorate 
degrees "earn less than the 
beginning salaries of Lincoln 
Public Schools teachers with 
masters degrees." 


“The UNL faculty are well 
aware of the university's poor 
competitive position when its 
financial support is compared 
with the Big Eight or other un­ 
iversities," Eldridge said. 
The 53-member Faculty 
Senate last month unanimously 
approved a statement supporting 
increased financial support to 
place UNL in the Big Eight top 
half. Senators “Fully support the 
findings of the Governor s Com­ 
mission on University Funding, 
which indicated the need for $7 
million to $8 million" to attain 
that average, Eldridge said. 


“ We believe that the people of 
the state of Nebraska want a 
quality university,” Eldridge 
said Taxpayers have indicated 
“ they're willing to pay the cost," 
and can afford it, based on 
economic comparisons with 
other states. 
Dr. 
Baum garten 
said 
Nebraska per capita income has 
grown faster than the NU budget 
or faculty pay increases.

Regarding Utica State Sen. 
Douglas Bereuter’s call to im­ 
prove instructional quality, 
Eldridge said that “receives very 
strong support" among faculty, 
despite a tacit acknowledgment 
that quality has dropped off. 
But since the number of new 
faculty members didn't keep 
pace with record enrollments, 
UNL needs a more favorable 
student-teacher ratio, Eldridge 
said. 
Yet on faculty productivity, 
Eldridge said that among 
agricultural experiment stations, 
UNL ranks in the top 10 for 
research papers per staff 
member, and for the number of 
papers per dollar of financial 
support. 
He expressed Faculty Senate 
pleasure at the Appropriations 
Committee recent budget re­ 
emphasis beyond teaching, 
saving funds for research and 
outreach are "crucial.” 
On the $850,000 special ap­ 
propriation to help decrease 
class size and replace graduate 
assistants with fulltime staff 
members as teachers, Eldridge 
favored it But he defended the 
graduate students, saying some 
“do a superb job of teaching,”

Beatrice — An innovative plan 
for irrigating the Beatrice Coun­ 
try Club golf course with treated 
sewage effluent — said to be a 
“statewide first" — won un­ 
animous approval of the City 
Council Monday 
The "ecological-type project," 
as it was described by Board of 
Public Works Manager Jim 
Bauer, will in effect be a re-use 
of water currently being dumped 
into the Big Blue River 
Taken from the sewage treat­ 
ment plant's final clanfier, the 
effluent will be chlorinated and 
pumped some 4.800 feet to a 
holding pond before distribution 
through the club's irrigation 
system 
Bauer said the proposal has 
the tentative approval of the En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency 
and will benefit both the city and 
country club. The club will pay 


approximately $1,200 annually 
for the water as well as an es­ 
timated $4,000 in pumping 
charges and will fully fund the 
system's construction 
“This way the city will at least 
be retrieving some dollar value 
and the water will eventually 
flow into the river anyway," said 
Bauer, adding that the plan has 
been under study for several 
years. 
He noted that the irrigation 
will take 8 to 10% of the total an­ 
nual flow and “only about 25%’’ 
of the daily flow even during 
summer pumping. The contract 
is for five years. 
On another matter, the council 
voted to recognize Firefighters 
Union Local 1098 as the 
exclusive bargaining unit for up­ 
coming contract negotiations. 
The vote came after a 30-minute 
executive session which ap­ 
parently centered on whether to 
include the three fire captains or 


classify them as management 
personnel 
They were excluded from the 
bargaining unit, although the 
council indicated they still could 
belong to the union itself if they 
desired.

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NU Faculty Threatens Mediocrity

U n l e s s 
U n i v e r s i t y of 


Nebraska-Lincoln budget and 
pay increase requests are 
granted, Faculty Senate officials 
said Monday, mediocrity and a 
faculty exodus may result. 


"Complete equity" in funding 


levels among the NU campuses 
"can be achieved only by ap- 
proaching mediocrity," said 
Senate President Franklin E. 
Eldndge. animal science 
professor 


Salary increases based on 


merit emphasize differences 
between individuals, and the 
same concept holds for 
academic departments and cam- 
puses. Dr. Eldridgesaid in a Lin- 
coln news conference. 


Regarding the amount of 


money needed to bring UNL fun- 
ding to the average of the top 
three Big Eight universities, he 
said. "If we compromise at any 
point, we're going to slip 
behind." 


Eldridge said a Kansas 


University study of comparative 
salary' levels at 23 American 
Association of Universities in- 
stitutions shows Nebraska 
ranked 23rd in 1974-75. 


An NU full professor earned 


S7.232 less than the average of 
the top-funded school (Perm.. 
$27.5021. and S2.858 less than the 
overall average, he said. 


"There is no question but our 


general salary level at the 
University of Nebraska is not 


competitive," 
Eldridge said. 


"The request is completely 
defmsible." 


He pointedo ut that other Big 


Eight universities apparently 
will get 8-107,, pay boosts, while 
legislative proposals for NU this 
fall range from 4-6'*. 


Adequate funds for salary in- 


creases, particularly those for 
merit, "will be necessary if the 
university is to keep its most 
capable faculty members," he 
said 


Asked the effect of winning 


less than sought. Eldridge said 
that in a similar funding pinch a 
decade ago, "We had a very 
great exodus of highly capable 
professors " When the 
Legislature reacted by in- 
creasing pay by 257r over two 
years, that outrush "dropped off 
immediately " 


"We would be so much better 


off," Eldridgesaid. if faculty pay 
discrepancies were rectified 
now. It takes five to 10 years 
before you have found and 
developed people of similar 
caliber." he said, indicating pay 
and academic excellence then 
become paired problems 


"I was really shocked." said 


chemistry Prof. Henry E. 
Baumgarten, "to find out how 
many people had left in the past 
three years." Eldridge said 
"some turnover is normal and 
healthy" only if UNL has a com- 
petitively competent staff. 


But English Prof. John Robin- 


son said since "We are an impor- 


tant and major university," to 
stay competitive, "You've got to 
pay up." 


Cost-of-living differences in 


other states don't account for 
the wide disparity in university 
faculty pay, Or. Robinson said. 
And 40 fulitime UNL English in- 
structors working on doctorate 
degrees "earn less than the 
beginning salaries of Lincoln 
Public Schools teachers with 
masters degrees." 


"The UNL faculty are well 


aware of the university's poor 
competitive position when its 
financial support is compared 
with the Big Eight or other un- 
iversities," Eldridge said. 


The 53-member 
Faculty 


Senate last month unanimously 
approved a statement supporting 
increased financial support to 
place UNL in the Big Eight top 
half. Senators "Fully support the 
findings of the Governor s Com- 
mission on University Funding, 
which indicated the need for $7 
million to $8 million" to attain 
that average, Eldridge said. 


"We believe that the people of 


the state of Nebraska want a 
quality university," Eldridge 
said, taxpayers have indicated 
"they're willing to pay the cost," 
and can afford it. based on 
economic comparisons with 
other states. 


Dr. 
Baumgarten 
said 


Nebraska per capita income has 
grown faster than the NU budget 
or faculty pay increases. 


Beatrice Club Will Buy Sewage 
To Re-Use Water On Golf Course

Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
Beatrice — An innovative plan 


for irrigating the Beatrice Coun- 
try Club golf course with treated 
sewage effluent — said to be a 
"statewide first" — won un- 
animous approval of the City 
Council Monday. 


The "ecological-type project," 


as it was described by Board of 
Public Works Manager Jim 
Bauer, will in effect be a re-use 
of water currently being dumped 
into the Big Blue River. 


Taken from the sewage treat- 


ment plant's final darifier, the 
effluent will be chlorinated and 
pumped some 4,800 feet to a 
holding pond before distribution 
through the club's irrigation 
system. 


Bauer said the proposal has 


the tentative approval of the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
and will benefit both the city and 
country club. The club will pay 


approximately $1,200 annually 
for the water as well as an es- 
timated $4.000 in pumping 
charges and will fully fund the 
system's construction. 


"This way the city will at least 


be retrieving some dollar value 
and the water will eventually 
flow into the river anyway," said 
Bauer, adding thai the plan has 
been under study for several 
years. 


He noted that the irrigation 


will take 8 to 10^ of the total an- 
nual flow and "only about 25%" 
of the daily flow even during 
summer pumping. The contract 
is for five years. 


On another matter, the council 


voted to recognize Firefighters 
Union Local 1098 as the 
exclusive bargaining unit for up- 
coming contract negotiations. 
The vote came after a 30-minute 
executive session which ap- 
parently centered on whether to 
include the three fire captains or 


classify them as management 
personnel. 


They were excluded from the 


bargaining unit, although the 
council indicated they still could 
belong to the union itself if they 
desired. 


The council also: 


— Voted to deny $18,000 claim for 


water damage against city by Jon- 
nielee and Joe Ann Henning 


—Endorsed Beatrice Chamber of 


Commerce as sponsor for 1976 All- 
Nebrsaka Community Program. 


—Accepted resignation of Harold 


R. Brown from volunteer fire 
department. 


—Voted to advertise for sale two 


city-owned lots at 16th and Darwin 
at minimum price of SI,000. 


—Approved 
Hoskins-Westerrt- 


Sonderegger to do $12,000 city traf- 
fic stydy and $8,000 update of city 
comprehensive plan. 


Students may share in the 


burden. A tuition Increase from 
$18 to $20 per credit hour is 
"being considered very 
seriously," Eldridge said. 
Baumgarten expressed faculty 
concern about "pricing some of 
the poorer students out of the 
market." If tuition goes up, UNL 
must "look for some other 
means of support" to assist 
them. 


Regarding Utica State Sen. 


Douglas Bereuter's call to im- 
prove instructional quality, 
Eldridge said that "receives very 
strong support" among faculty, 
despite a tacit acknowledgment 
that quality has dropped off. 


But since the number of new 


faculty members didn't keep 
pace with record enrollments, 
UNL needs a more favorable 
student-teacher ratio, Eldridge 
said. 


Yet on faculty productivity, 


Eldridge said that among 
agricultural experiment stations, 
UNL ranks in the top 10 for 
research papers per staff 
member, and for the number of 
papers per dollar of financial 
support. 


He expressed Faculty Senate 


pleasure at the Appropriations 
Committee recent budget re- 
emphasis beyond teaching, 
saying funds for research and 
outreach are ''crucial." 


On the $850,000 special ap- 


propriation to help decrease 
class size and replace graduate 
assistants with fulitime staff 
members as teachers, Eldridge 
favored it. But he defended the 
graduate students, saying some 
"do a superb job of teaching," 
and need such experience- 


Even "prestige institutions," 


such as Harvard and Yale have 
"as high or higher" numbers of 
graduate students teaching than 
does UNL, Eldridge said.

QUESTION; I live alone in my 
own h ouse on Social Security 
and a little pension. I'm h aving 
trouble with a neigh bor over my 
dog and th e fence between our 
yards, and he is th reatening to 
sue. 1 can t afford a lawyer, but I 
th ink I need some legal advice. 


Is th ere any place th at I can go to 
get h elp free, since I can’t afford 
to pay9 


ANSWER: Yes. Eugene, Ore., 
wh ere you live, is one of th e 
cities wh ich has a free legal 
clinic, sponsored by th e local 
Bar Association and staffed by 
volunteer lawyers Once a week, 
on Saturday 
mornings, 
th ese 
clinics are h eld at centrally 
located senior centers. 
Any senior citizen wh o wants 
to ask a question about legal 


matters can go th ere for a free 
consultation 
Many of th e legal concerns of 
th e elderly are simply dealt with , 
and th ese clinics provide free, 
prompt answers for th e simple 
questions, and give useful, time- 
saving and money-saving advice 
on h ow and wh ere to get compe­ 
tent legal h elp for th e complex 
ones. 


Most large cities h ave L egal 
Aid offices, operating under th e 
aegis of th e National L egal Aid 
and Defender Association. More 
th an 6,000 lawyers around th e 
country are employed by L egal 
Aid to bring justice to th e poor 
of all ages. 


Th ey h ave complete facilities 
to h andle any legal problem 
from its inception righ t th rough 
to final appeal, and th ey h ave 


well-defined criteria for deter­ 
mining wh o is eligible, on th e 
basis of financial need, for th eir 
h elp 
Th e legal p rofession is 
reach ing out to bridge th e gap 
between th e needs of th e elderly 
and poor for legal services and 
th eir frequent inability to afford 
it. 
Readers less fortunate th an 
our letter-writer from Oregon, 
wh o live in cities wh ich h ave no 
form of free legal advice, may 
want to urge th eir neigh borh ood 
senior center to look into th e 
possibility of enlisting th e 
assistance of local law 7 ers in 
starting a free, volunteer clinic. 
Alth ough such a clinic cannot 
provide across-th e-board legal 
aid. it can advise older persons 
regarding wh at th ey sh ould do. 
Similarly, many communities 


h ave started income tax advice 
clinics for senior citizens Th ese 
are often staffed by senior 
volunteers wh o h ave taken 
special training to enable th em 
to assist oth er old persons in 
preparing th eir tax returns. 
Th e complexity of income tax 
forms can bewilder one wh o is 
unfamiliar with th em and one 
older person is liable to be un­ 
derstanding and sympath etic to 
th e problem of anoth er older 
person to wh om th e forms seem 
to be utterly foreign

get help free, since I can't afford 
to pay'' 


ANSWER. Yes Eugene, Ore 


where you live, is one of the 
titles which has a free legal 
clinic sponsored by the local 
Bar Association and staffed by 
volunteer lawyers Ones a week, 
on Saturday mornings, these 
clinics are held at centrally 
located senior centers 


Am senior citizen who wants 


to c.sk a question about legal 


matters can go there for a free 
consultation 


Many of the legal concerns of 


the elderly are simply dealt with, 
and these clinics provide free, 
prompt answers for the simple 
questions, and give useful, time- 
saving and money-saving advice 
on how and where to get compe- 
tent legal help for the complex 
ones 


Most large cities have Legal 


Aid offices, operating under the 
aegis of the National Legal Aid 
and Defender Association More 
than 6,000 lawyers around the 
country are emploved by Legal 
Aid to bring justice to the poor 
of all ages 


They have complete facilities 


to handle any legal problem 
from its inception right through 
to final appeal, and they have 


well-defined criteria for deter- 
mining who is eligible, on the 
basis of financial need, for their 
help 


The legal profession is 


reaching out to bridge the gap 
between the needs of the elderly 
and poor for legal services and 
their frequent inability to afford 
it 


Readers less fortunate than 


our letter-writer from Oregon, 
who bve in titles which have no 
form of free legal advice mav 
want to urge their neighborhood 
senior center to look into the 
possibility of enlisting the 
assistance of local lawyers in 
starting a free, volunteer clinic 
Although such a clinic cannot 
provide across-the-board legal 
aid. it can advise older persons 
regarding what they should do 
• Similarly, many communities 


have started income tax advice 
clinics for senior citizens These 
dre often staffed by senior 
volunteers who have taken 
special training to enable them 
to assist other old persons in 
preparing their tax returns 


The complexity of income tax 


forms can bewilder one who is 
unfamiliar with them and one 
older person is liable to be un- 
derstanding and sympathetic to 
the problem of another older 
person to whom the forms seem 
to be utterly foreign

Prep Coaches' Wives Avoiding District Tension

Perhaps it's because they've been 


married a combined 116 years that the 
wives of Lincoln's five prep basketball 
coaches are well equipped to live with the 
pressure of district tournament competi- 
tion this week. 


Shirley Johnson, who's been married to 


Northeast coach Kd Johnson for 33 years, 
reduces basketball tension to its lowest 
terms. 


"Years ago," She says, "I decided if you 


let it get to you, it will. If basketball's going 
to be a big part of your life, getting nervous 
and excited isn't going to make you very 
happy. 


"1 don't think I could have lived with 


basketball this long if I had let the tension 
get to me." she adds. "When it comes right 
down to it. I enjoy basketball about as 
much as Ed does. 


"I wouldn't have that attitude if I didn't 


let myself sit back and enjoy it," reasons 
Shirley. "I would have been burned out 20 
years ago." 


Lincoln's other four basketball coaches 


wives have been married long enough to 
adopt similar attitudes, keeping wins and 
losses in perspective with their family 


lives. 


On the eve of annual district tour- 


naments, here's how Lincoln's prep 
coaching wives look at things: 


Shirley Johnson, married to Lincoln 


High coach Aldy Johnson for 26 years: 


"Aldy doesn't talk a lot about basketball 


at home. He likes to get away from it. It's 
been the same way this year. You can see a 
determination, but it's a quiet determina- 
tion. 


'This year has been more exciting to 


watch Lincoln High. You can see the way 
the players have grown in confidence each 
game. 


"Aldy has worked hard to keep basket- 


ball on the court. I'm the one who can't go 
right to sleep after a game. I have to sit up 
and read. After the East game this year, I 
was up until 3:15, drinking milk and 
taking aspirin to get to sleep." 


JoAnn McNaught, married to Southeast 


coach ttally McNaught for 22 years: 


"I try to keep things very normal at 


home during the season and especially 
during district tournament time. I make a 
conscious effort not to ask dumb questions. 
If he wants to talk about basketball, fine, 
but I don't press it. 


I'll admit to being more worried about 


districts this year because I know how dif- 
ficult it will be with such an evenly- 
matched field. 


"There'll be lots of pressure and lots of 


thrills. But that's what basketball is all 
abou,t. I know more relaxed times he 
ahead. Going through the pressure of 
basketball makes you appreciate a summer 
picnic all the more." 


Marda Forch, married to East coach 


Paul Forch for 19 years: 


"Having a job has helped me cope with 


the pressure of being a coach's wife (she 
works full time, teaching nursery school). 
The kids also have gotten older and have 
their own interests. 


"We used to have time to worry about all 


the wins and losses. Now we don't and I'm 
happy about that. Paul has mellowed im- 
mensely over the years, too. 


"Hearing talk in the stands sometimes is 


the hardest thing to take about being a 
coach's wife. To be truthful, I've said 
things back to people before. But I suppose 
the best thing is to ignore what you hear." 


Mary Kelley, married to Pius X coach 


Don Keiiey for 16 years: 


"I've heard the armchair quarterbacks in 


the stands, too. But I found a solution to 
that. 1 don't sit in the same section with the 
parents anymore. That helped me get rid of 
my rabbit ears. 


•"Ihis year has been especially difficult 


since we've struggled so much (to a 5-12 
record). But I think the other teams are 
worried about us. We were 3-12 seven years 
ago and won the district. We can do it 
again. 


"With scouting and related coaching ac- 


tivities. Don is gone an awful lot nine 
months out of the year. But I look at it this 
way — I get a lot more done when he's 
gone. 


"A coach's wife learns to appreciate the 


quality of time spent together more than 
the quantity of time." 


Northeast's Shirley Johnson has 


developed a realistic way of staying in tune 
with the times. 


"You never become placid about a dis- 


trict tournament, especially the one this 
year where anything can happen and usual- 
ly does," she says. 


''Irregardless of what happens this week, 


I don't think anyone should be horribly dis- 
appointed.

It takes more than luck to 
catch big fish, although, certain­ 
ly luck has something to do with 
it Knowledge of the conditions 
and ex perience are the best 
routes to take stringers full of 
those lunkers, according to the 
man who knows. 
Those words come from A1 
Lindner, Brainerd, Minn, fisher­ 
man who has probably caught 
more big fish in his 31 y ears than 
most fishing clubs will in their 
history 
The three-time world cham­ 
pion angler was in Lincoln Mon­ 
day for the fourth of six city 
P a rk 
and 
R e c re a tio n 
Dept Surplus Center fishing 
classes. 
“A lot of people think luck is 
inv olv ed when y ou catch big fish 
and 1 suppose to a point, that is 
true,'’ 
Lindner said 
"But a 
fisherman can catch big fish eon- 
sistantly if he has a knowledge of 
the conditions of the lake he's 
fishing and the fish he’s going 
a fte r" 
Lindner said, "To fish for big 
fish is a lot different than just 
fishing for fish. I'll use walley e 
as an ex ample. In the spring, and 
by that I mean the pre-spawn, 
spawn and post-spawn period, 
the big females are in the 
shallow water but for such a 
tfiort period of time it’s really 
surprising 
“ Fishermen can catch the 
males in the shallow water for as 
long as three weeks during the 
same spawning period but the 
females are in the shallows to 
deposit their eggs for, say , only 
one night and then only for a few 
hours Then they 're gone. 
"Those big females will be 
lay ing off in 15-35-foot water 
while they wait," Lindner said. 
“They can be caught at that time 
but y ou hav e to go about it 
d iffe re ntly 
This is where 
knowing the lake comes in han­ 


dy 
"The biggest factor is what 
bait to use For instance, if y our 
lake has a good crawdad popula­ 
tion, shiners, shad, ciscos or 
tullibees, y ou hav e to know and 
use the locations of those bait 
beds for best results But once 
those big females spawn, they 
mov e out in the lake and scatter. 
Then it’s tough fishing " 
Lindner said the fish will again 
start to school m the summer 
m onths . 
And once m ore 
knowledge of the lake is a prime 
factor in catching the big ones 
here.

fish is a lot different than just 
fishing for fish.

should be zoned for business and 
that another five acres at 40th 
and Old Cheney Rd should be 
zoned for business. Barney said. 
Hoppe proposes to build homes 
along Old Cheney Rd , bordered 
by the two shopping areas. The 
land at 40th St already is zoned 
for business use

George economic report said 
eight new neighborhood centers 
will be needed by 1980. The 
average size of the facilities 
should be 50.000 square feet of 
retail space located on a five- 
acre site. Barney said Hoppe 
proposes a center of that size, to 
be built no sooner than 1980. 


Barney reminded the council 


that city planning staff 
recommended the 27th and Old 
Cheney Rd. comer be rezoned 
for a regional shopping center 
site in 1970.

The Blair Telephone Co. 


didn't fare as well. A majority of 
the commissioners refused to 
give the firm a cent more than 
the $135,000 rate increase 
authorized several months ago. 


In each action, there was a dis- 


senting vote. 


Commissioner 
Eric 


Rasmussen of Fairmont voted 
against the General Telephone 
order because of the manner in 
which the majority order treated 
the firm's federal income taxes. 


"I can't support this order." 


Rasmussen told his colleagues in 
voting aginst the increase. 


The firm's rate base was 


reduced to reflect federal in- 
come taxes, thereby increasing 
the amount of the increase. 


Commissioner Jack Romans 


of Ord objected to the order's 
failure to reduce the rate base by 
the amount the firm had to 
spend to respond to a commis- 
sion show-cause order regarding 
its earnings. 


Communications chief Herb 


Sherdon said the expense was 
not included in computing the 
new rates because it is a non- 
recurring expense. Despite his 
objection to that one portion, 
Romans supported the order. 


Overall, the increase will give

March 15 Is Opening 
Date Of NBC Center 


The National Bank of 


Commerce already has moved 
two of its departments — com- 
puter and auditing — into its 
new NBC Center at 13th and 0 
Sts. and plans to move the 
remainder of its banking 
divisions during the next week 
and a half. 


The bank will continue to 


operate at its current location at 
13th and N Sts. until March 15, 
when it will open for business in 
the 12-story, $12-million struc- 
ture. The bank's installment 
loan and mortgage loan 
departments and the travel 
Unlimited Agency, now at 12th 
and P Sts., also will be moved 
into the new facility by March 
15. 


The opening of the building 


was initially scheduled for the 
spring 1975. Mike Higgms — 
NBC director of marketing — 
said the often-postponed oc- 
cupancy date was caused by 
"normal construction weather 
problems and 
available- 


equipment delays." 


Higgins said the first five 


floors of the structure, as well as 
the 12th floor, which contains 
the mechanical units for air con- 
ditioning, heating and the 
elevators, have been completed. 


The llth floor, which will 


house the board room, meeting 
rooms and the employe-tenant 
cafeteria, will be operational 
April 26, he said. 


Levels six through 10 will be 


finished as they are leased. Ap- 
proximately one-third of the 


structures — one-half of the 
buildings 300,000 square feet — 
tenan* space has been filled, he 
said. 


The official grand opening 


date will be announced later, but 
a ceremonial move involving all 
employes and featuring a torch 
light parade from the current 
NBC site to the New Center, will 
be Thursday evening, March 11.

American Party 
To Be On Ballot

A third party will appear on 


this spring's primary ballot — 
the A m e r i c a n Party of 
Nebraska. 


Secretary of State Allen J. 


Beermann reported Monday that 
party organizers have submitted 
sufficient signatures to get on 
the ballot. 


Of the 7,167 signatures turned 


in, county election officials cer- 
tified 5,791 as valid. The party 
needed 4,513 votes, or one per 
cent of the total votes for gover- 
nor in the last election from at 
least 19 counties. 


The party managed to get suf- 


ficient signatures in 29 counties. 


Beermann noted that like all 


other candidates, American Par- 
ty of Nebraska candidates must 
file by March 12 to appear on the 
primary ballot for their party's 
nomination. Until Monday, none 
could file. 


Party Organizer 


Dr. Bill Steen of Sargent is one 


of the party's organizers. 


Dr. Steen said the short 


amount of time available before 
the filing deadline will pose 
some difficulties for the 
fledgling party. 


Referring to the secretary of 


state's validating the petitions, 
Steen said, "They fooled around 
with this for some time. The 
petitions were turned in some 
two weeks ago. 


"We have some potential can- 


didates. I can't say for sure if 
we'll have a candidate for any of 
the congressional races,'' he 
said 


Convention Considered 


The new party, he said, is 


exploring the use of the conven- 
tion process for nominating can- 
didates. 


Steen said the American Party 


of Nebraska is "not at all" 
"elated to the American Party 
which last appeared on the state 
ballot in 1970. 


"That was a vehicle for 


George Wallace. We are a grass 
roots organization," he said. 


An examination of the dis- 


tribution of signatures among 
counties revealed that much of 
the party's strength lies in 
Douglas and Sarpy Counties. 
Only 1,071 signatures were 
needed from Douglas County; 
the party managed to submit 3,- 
037 from that county which were 
valid. Likewise in Sarpy County, 
the party gathered 582 valid 
signatures when only 124 were 
needed. 


4 From Lancaster 


The party apparently lacks 


support in Lancaster County. A 
total of 482 signatures were 
needed. Four were submitted, 
and three were valid, Beermann 
reported.

mann said he feels the distribu- 
tion factor is "too easy" for 
organizers to meet. He noted 
that in 13 counties fewer than 
ten signatures of registered 
voters are sufficient to count 
toward the 19-county goal. 


Asked what should be done to 


improve the system, Beermann 
said, "That's up to the 
Legislature." 


Beermann also reminded 


American Party supporters they 
must change their party registra- 
tion. 


In order to remain on the 


ballot past this year, the 
American Party of Nebraska 
must get 5% of the vote in the 
general election.

New York — Many people 
have the idea that credit bureaus 
know all the shabby little secrets 
of their checkbooks: Which bills 
we re stretching, which stores 
we re juggling, how long we've 
owed the dentist, and how hard 
it is to make all those frayed 
ends meet. 
And maybe they do But it's 
far more likely that the credit 
bureau keeps track of only a few 
of your loans and charge ac­ 
counts. In fact, if you take a look 
at your record you'll probably be 
surprised to see how little the 
bureau really knows about your 
finances. 
To begin with, credit bureaus 
only collect information from 
stores that sign up for the ser­ 
vice. Leading department stores 
and finance companies usually 
report, as do those departments 
of commercial banks that 
oversee bank cards, installment 
loans and overdraft checking. 
But mortgages are rarely in­ 
cluded, and in many places 
savings banks and savings and 
loans don't report any loans at 
all Oil companies typ ically give 
no information on gasoline-card 
holders, although some may 
start doing so. Debts you owe 
smaller stores, small companies, 
hospitals and utilities rarely 
show 
When you come right down to 
it, credit bureaus may list fewer 
than half of your active charge 
accounts and outstanding loans. 
As a result, many stores grant 
credit without having the 
faintest idea of how many charge 
accounts you have, or how much 
debt is outstanding. 
If it happens that several of 
your reported accounts have 
poor records, you might want to 
offset them with data from 
stores where you’re paid up. If 
you've recently been denied 
credit, the bureau wall request a 
rep ort from any creditor you 
m ention at no charge. 
(Otherwise, there's a small fee.) 
But of course there’s no 
guarantee that the creditor will 
reply. 
Credit bureaus also have much 
less personal information about 
you than you might imagine.

They might show no more than 
your name and address Perhaps 
they 'll also give your occupation, 
business address and spouse’s 
name More rarely will they list 
your income and number of 
children. 
What facts they have are 
generally picked up from credit 
applications you have made, and 
not verified indep endently. 
However, sometimes a credit 
granter will ask for verification 
— for example, in the case of a 
young man who has never had 
credit before. 
If a bill of yours has been 
turned over to a collection agen­ 
cy. it may or may not show in the 
rep ort — usually depending on 
whether that p articular creditor 
reports to the bureau. Debt- 
collection agencies rarely report, 
unless they’re run by the credit 
bureau itself. 
However, if someone has sued 
you and won a judgment, that is 
more likely to be recorded, since 
most credit bureaus keep full­ 
time employes in the local 
courts, copying down relevant 
judgments. Many bureaus also 
rep ort lawsuits, without waiting 
to see if the case is won or last. 
Tax liens and wage assignments 
are also listed. 
If you paid the debt but didn’t 
file a “ satisfaction’' form with 
the court, the bureau may con­ 
tinue to carry the lawsuit or 
judgment as an open issue. 
Because consumers so often 
aren't aware that the form needs 
filing, some courts require that 
the creditor file it for them 
If you haven’t been denied 
credit, and have had no major 
hassles with your creditors, 
there's generally little point in 
paying the $3 to $5 it usually 
costs to examine your credit 
record. However, if you once 
had a spell of slow payment and 
now want to apply for a loan, it's 
worth examining the record.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
stock market finished a day of 
erratic twists and turns with a 
slight gain Monday, Trading 
slowed to its lightest pace in 
eight weeks. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrial stocks, which had lost 
nearly 22 points in the last two 
sessions, picked up 2.75 to 
975.36. 
Advances held a slim edge on 
declines in the over-all count of 
New York Stock Exchange-list­ 
ed issues. 
Big Board volume came to 
22.07 million shares, down from 
26.94 million Friday and the 
lightest total since a 21.96 mil­ 
lion-share day on Jan. 5. 
Many investors seemed to 
spend the day in a favorite Wall 
Street pastime — watching the 
Federal Reserve for indications 
of what direction its credit 
policy will take. 
On Friday the Fed let a key 
short term interest rate rise 
above its recent range without 
stepping into the money mar­ 
kets—and Wall Streeters took 
that as evidence that the Fed 
was tightening up a notch. 
As that rate on federal funds 
— uncommitted reserves which 
banks loan to each other — rose 
further Monday, the Fed did 
step in, seemingly to keep it in a 
range just above where it had 
been before late last week 
To some Wall Streeters, the 
central bank's moves Monday 
didn't seem to change the basic 
supposition that it had taken a 
step toward tighter credit. But 
the market, which often reacts 
with almost superstitious sensi­ 
tivity to Fed moves, never­ 
theless appeared relieved at 
least that federal funds hadn't 
gone higher still. 
An individual center of atten­ 
tion during the session was 
Teledyne, which jumped 67b to 
46th.

New York — Many people 


have the idea that credit bureaus 
know all the shabby little secrets 
of their checkbooks: Which bills 
we're stretching, which stores 
we're juggling, how long we've 
owed the dentist, and how hard 
it is to make all those frayed 
ends meet. 


And maybe they do. But it's 


far more likely that the credit 
bureau keeps track of only a few 
of your loans and ch;> 
rs<? ac- 


counts. In fact, if you take a look 
at your record you'll probably be 
surprised to see how little the 
bureau really knows about your 
finances. 


To begin with, credit bureaus 


only collect information from 
stores that sign up for the ser- 
vice. Leading department stores 
and finance companies usuaJly 
report, as do those departments 
of commercial banks that 
oversee bank cards, installment 
loans and overdraft checking. 
But mortgages are rarely in- 
cluded, and in many places 
savings banks and savings and 
loans don't report any loans at 
all. Oil companies typically give 
no information on gasoline-card 
holders, although some may 
start doing so. Debts you owe 
smaller stores, small companies, 
hospitals and utilities rarely 
show. 


When you come right down to 


it. credit bureaus may list fewer 
than half of your active charge 
accounts and outstanding loans. 
As a result, many stores grant 
credit without having the 
faintest idea of how many charge 
accounts you have, or how much 
debt is outstanding. 


If it happens that several of 


your reported accounts have 
poor records, you might want to 
offset them with data from 
stores where you're paid up. If 
you've recently been denied 
credit, the bureau will request a 
report from any creditor you 
m e n t i o n at no charge. 
(Otherwise, there's a small fee.) 
But of course there's no 
guarantee that the creditor will 
reply. 


Credit bureaus also have much 


less personal information about 
you than you might imagine. 


They might show no more than 
your name and address. Perhaps 
they'll also give your occupation, 
business address and spouse's 
ip-ime. More rarely will they list 
your income and number of 
children. 


What facts they have are 


generally picked up from credit 
applications you have made, and 
not verified independently. 
However, sometimes a credit 
granter will ask for verification 
— for example, in the case of a 
young man who has never had 
credit before. 


If a bill of yours has been 


turned over to a collection agen- 
cy, it may or may not show in the 
report — usually depending on 
whether that particular creditor 
reports to the bureau. Debt- 
collection agencies rarely report, 
unless they're run by the credit 
bureau itself. 


However, if someone has sued 


you and won a judgment, that is 
more likely to be recorded, since 
most credit bureaus keep full- 
time employes in the local 
courts, copying down relevant 
judgments. Many bureaus also 
report lawsuits, without waiting 
to see if the case is won or lost. 
Tax liens and wage assignments 
are also listed. 


If you paid the debt but didn't 


file a "satisfaction" form with 
the court, the bureau may con- 
tinue to carry the lawsuit or 
judgment as an open issue. 
Because consumers so often 
aren't aware that the form needs 
filing, some courts require that 
the creditor file it for them. 


If you haven't been denied 


credit, and have had no major 
hassles with your creditors, 
there's generally little point in 
paying the $3 to $5 it usually 
costs to examine your credit 
record. However, if you once 
had a spell of slow payment and 
now want to apply for a loan, it's 
worth examining the record.

— uncommitted reserves which 
banks loan to each other — rose 
further Monday, the Fed did 
step in, seemingly to keep it in a 
range just above where it had 
been before late last week. 


To some Wall Streeters, the 


central bank's moves Monday 
didn't seem to change the basic 
supposition that it bad taken a 
step toward tighter credit. But 
the market, which often reacts 
with almost superstitious sensi- 
tivity to Fed moves, never- 
theless appeared relieved at 
least that federal funds hadn't 
gone higher still. 


An individual center of atten- 


tion during the session was 
Teledyne, which jumped 6% to 
46%.

“ All were due to some kind of 
misuse of pesticides. E P A ’s 
regulations wouldn't have 
prevented a single one of these 
deaths,” he said. 
Schmit said EPA had 16 
specific objections to the 
pesticide bill the Legislature’s 
Agriculture Committee wanted 
passed. 
“ The two serious areas of 
difference are in the way an 
experimental pesticide would be 
handled and in having inspectors 
going out to inspect farms. I call 
this an harassment, not an in­ 
spection,” he said. 
Schmit said the bill would cost 
“$100 million at the federal 
level, and God knows how much 
it will cost farmers and ranchers. 
“ We have a good training 
program set up for farmers and 
ranchers. We have a rough test 
for the commercial applicator. If 
an applicator has a record of 
poor performance, the director 
of agriculture can pull his cer­ 
tification,” he said. 
Schmit said there was no need 
for investigators going to a farm. 
“ The courts provide adequate 
protection in case a sprayer is 
careless. I know because I have 
been in court.” he said. 
During his talk, Schmit 
touched on two other bills in the 
Legislature, 
malpractice 
in­ 
surance for doctors and hospitals 
and on a tougher unemployment 
law. 
“ Iasurance has added at least 
$4.00 to the daily cost of a stay in 
the hospital. We just have to put 
some kind of a limit on what a 
doctor or a hospital can be sued 
for," he said. 
“ We have got to do something 
about the person who deliberate­ 
ly quits his job to draw un­ 
employment insurance. About 
half the people on unemploy­ 
ment insurance are legitimately 
unemployed.

Schmit said there was no need 


for investigators going to a farm 
"The courts provide adequate 
protection in case a sprayer is 
careless I know because I have 
been in court ' he said 


During HIS talk, Schmit 


touched on two other bills in the

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Surplus Jeep Deb ate Continues 


Omaha (AP) — The skirmish over some 
surplus military jeeps obtained by the City 
of Omaha from the federal government 
continued Monday. 


Mayor Edward Zorinsky softened his 
earlier stand on the Jeeps, offering to give 
up a few of them to other communities in 
the state. 
However. Zorinsky refused to back down 
from his criticism of the federal govern­ 
ment. 
In short, the battle centers on 15 Jeeps. 
They were obtained as federal surplus for 
$131 each plus shipping costs. Three of the 
Jeeps then went to the neighboring com­ 
munities of Bellevue, Blair and Valley, 
while another three went to Elkhom 
Federal officials claim the city misled 
them in ordering the Jeeps as “radio sets.” 
But city officials say they were only 
following the rules set by the federal of­ 
ficials. and that the Jeeps were listed under 
a catalog number calling for ‘ radio sets.” 
Actually, the radio sets were in the 
Jeeps, but they were inoperative on arrival 


here 
Federal officials claim that the city mis­ 
led them because the city wanted the 
Jeeps, not radio sets. 
Last week, federal officials said they 
wanted the Jeeps back, but Zorinsky said 
he would fight them, to the nation’s highest 
court if necessary. 


‘‘Unfortunately, the federal bureaucrats 
in Washington can't understand their own 
rules and regulations.” said Zorinsky. “It 
leaves me to wonder how many tanks 
they’ve shipped 
overseas 
that 
they 
thought were teddy bears. ” 
In an hour-long conversation with Gov. 
J. James Exon Monday, Zorinsky and 
Walter Peffer, the city's public property 
supervisor, denied that they misled 
anyone. 
Exon called Zorinsky. and said federal 
officials are "extremely hot” over the 
situation, and are not backing down, the 
mayor related. 
“We ordered what the federal govern­ 
ment required us to order if we wanted 


Jeeps,” Zorinsky told the governor. “We 
ordered them in good faith.” 
According to Zorinsky, Exon said he was 
told that the catalog from which the city 
ordered the Jeeps was to be used only by 
the Department of Defense, and that it was 
illegal for local communities to have it. 
“We asked for it, and it was sent to us in 
the mail.” Zorinsky countered. 
Federal officials said the Jeeps would be 
picked up Monday, but Zorinsky ordered 
the Jeeps secured, and they were not 
picked up as scheduled while Exon and 
Zonnskv tried to strike a compromise. 


Zorinsky said he would like to keep five 
of the remaining Jeeps, and that Exon 
could designate other communities for the 
remaining four. 
Exon said he would confer further with 
federal officials, and agreed that he 
thought the Jeeps should stay in Nebraska 
Zorinsky said he softened his stand 
because of the “good neighbor policy" that 
Omaha and other communities have to­ 
ward each other.

NPPD Mus t Improv e 
Cooper Plant Safety 


Arlington, Tex. (AP) — The 
Nebraska Public Power District 
(NPPD) is on a list of 13 utilities 
nationwide which have been 
directed to increase the margin 
of structural safety in nuclear 
power plant reactor con­ 
tainments. according to an an­ 
nouncement from the Region IV 
office of the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission iNRC). 
The action required, according 
to a news release, is similar to 
modifications in operating con­ 
ditions the NRC recently 
required the Vermont Yankee 
Nuclear Corp., to make on its 
plant near Vernon, Vt. 
An NRC spokesman said the 
action will provide additional 
assurance that the Mark I con­ 
tainment system, the type used 
at each of the plants mentioned, 
will be fully effective in the 
event of a loss-of-coolant acci­ 
dent. The spokesman described 
such an accident as being of 
"very low probability " 
The Mark I containment 


system consists of two vessels — 
a "dry well,” housing the reac­ 
tor, and a pressure suppression 
pool, or wet well." containing 
water. 
Under the NRC directive, 
NPPD officials will be required 
to adjust the pressure between 
the suppression pool, which is 
used to condense steam 
following a loss of primary 
coolant, and the dry well at the 
Cooper Nuclear Station near 
Brownville. 
The adjustment will reduce 
the "hydrodynamic forces” 
caused by water movement in 
the event of a loss-of-coolant ac­ 
cident by reducing the amount 
of water in the pipes connecting 
the dry well and the suppression 
pool, the spokesman said. 
The directive involving the 
Cooper Station and 16 others in 
the nation was issued after a 
review of information indicating 
that the current margin of safety 
may be less than had been 
expected. 
Decatur, Dunning Ey ed 
As Nuclear Plant Sites 
Columbus (AP) — Consultants 
have told the Nebraska Public 
Power District Board that sites 
near Decatur and Dunning 
appear to be suitable for con­ 
struction of a nuclear power 
plant 
The report was made by Kai­ 
ser Engineers of Oakland, Ca­ 
lif , and two subcontractors. 
They are Shannon and Wilson, 
conduc ting the geotechmcal in­ 
vestigation. and the Southwest 
Research Institute that made en­ 
vironmental studies 
Required data for the Brown- 
ville area was developed before 
construction of the Cooper Nu­ 
clear Station there NPPD is 


considering construction of a se­ 
cond nuclear unit for future 
power supply. 
The consultants said the 
Decatur site in eastern Nebras­ 
ka would need additional geo­ 
logical studies, that the ecologi­ 
cal impact would be less there 
than at Dunning but that the site 
may pose construction dif­ 
ficulties and would have limited 
future expansion 
They said the Dunning site in 
central Nebraska lacked sum­ 
mer water supply but would 
have lower water cooling costs 
and that special efforts would be 
needed to mitigate socio-eco­ 
nomic impact

Omaha (AP) — The Omaha 
Public Power District's Fort 
Calhoun nuclear plant has 
generated 51 billion kilowatt

Arlington, Tex (AP) — The 


Nebraska Public Power District 
(\PPD) is on a list of 13 utilities 
nationwide which have been 
directed to increase the margin 
of structural safety in nuclear 
power plant reactor con- 
tainments according to an an- 
nouncement from the Region IV 
office of the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission (INRC) 


The action required according 


to a news release is similar to 
modifications in operating con- 
ditions the NRC recently 
required the Vermont Yankee 
%uclear Corp, to make on its 
plant near Vernon Vt 


An !\RC spokesman said the 


action will provide additional 
assurance that the Mark I con- 
tainment svstem the tvpe used 
at each of the plants mentioned, 
will be fully effective in the 
event of a loss-of-coolant acci 
dent The spokesman described 
such an accident as being of 
• very low probability 


The Mark I containment 


svstem consists of two vessels — 
a ' dry well,' housing the reac- 
tor and a pressure suppression 
pool or wet well,' containing 
water 


Under the NRC directive, 


i\PPD officials will be required 
to adjust the pressure between 
the suppression pool, which is 
used to condense steam 
following a loss of primary 
coolant, and the dry well at the 
Cooper Nuclear Station near 
Brownville 


fhe adjustment will reduce 


the "hydrodynamic forces" 
caused by water movement in
